O ld H orse*. 
Here are two acconnts of extraordinary 
longevity in horses. 
The first comes from 
Beaton, and runs as follows: 
“Twenty-nine years ago last spring a horse 
was brought from Vermont to Boston for sale, 
being then eleven or twelve year3 old. Strange 
as it may appear, that horse is still living, now 
forty or forty-one years of age. 
He was pur­ 
chased at that time by the late Cyrus Reed, of 
Lexington, and is now owned by his sou,John 
Reed, one mile from the Lexington depot. 
Notwithstanding his great age he has been 
most wonderfully preserved, and is able to 
perform light work, and is' often seen on the 
road, working as faithfully as he did a quarter 
of a century ago.” 
The other instance comes from New York 
and takes the shine ofi from the above. 
A 
correspondent of the New York Fost writes: 
“Mr. Richard Jeflers, the proprietor of a 
horse-shoeing establishment in West Thir­ 
teenth street, near Fifth Avenue, in this city, 
owns a farm near Annadale, Staten Island, 
where he has in his stables a bay gelding, 
which he says he has owned for twenty-five 
years; that be bought him from a Staten Is­ 
land farmer who had owned him twenty years, 
and who savs the horse was ten years old when 
he bought him. 
Here is a record of fifty five 
years; and the horse, as you stand in frout of 
him, has the appearance of a hale and vigor­ 
ous animal, with bright, intelligent eyes and 
a prospect of many years of life and useful­ 
ness. 
Mr. Jeffers drives him before an ordi­ 
nary road wagon to and from the Annadale 
station of the Staten Island Railroad at a 
good trot, and the wnter has seen the horse 
and ridden behind him within the last two 
months. If the account be correct, this horse 
was venerable in years before the Lexington 
‘oldest horse in the world’ was foaled.” 


This proved what force Is exerted by elastic 
cords, and since then Dr. Dittle has employed 
them for cutting off tissues and removing 
swellings and tumors. By this gentle means 
the patient does not lose a drop or blood, suf­ 
fers scarcely any pain, has no fever, and soon 
gets well. 
This method seems to have a great 
fature in store for it. 
Many patients are so 
horrified by the sight of the dreadful knife that 
the date of their recovery is postponed by it 
even if they do not faint quite away.—Scien­ 
tific American.

truth simply Is we are in no condition lo fight 
Spain, IMW could we bo in less than from a 
year and a half to two years hence, iren if 
' war were declared to-day. 
The struggle 
would be largely between the war vessels of 
the two nations and we should be opposing a 
lot ol rusted frying-pans lo some of the finest 
(hips of war ever built. We do not exaggerate 
the chances in the least when we say that we 
should sh p o o r men in floating coffins and 
sail straight to absolute defeat. 
Who is re­ 
sponsible for our weakness in appliance* of 
war is another question, though tho Impera­ 
tive necessity we are under oft wallowing the 
present “ Indignity” as well as we can may 
possibly force an idea or two on the subject 
through the heads of those Congressmen who 
habitually oppose all naval appropriation bills. 
L iter.—But now Spain ha* conceded all 
our demands and Hie lime bas been fixed 
for saluting our (I ig; thus we have escaped a 
disnstrousand humiliating contest, and healed 
our honor without wasblug it with human 
gore.

The advocates of a righteous and efficient 
bankruptcy law before the last Congress were 
so numerous as to be vastly in the majority. 
The arguments that appealed with most force 
to the popu'ar mind and were the determining 
coos, were the good of the debtor and indi­ 
rectly of (he creditor by giving the former a 


chance to ©arn or make money enough to 
gradually pay his debts. 
The bankruptcy law passe I aud now In force 
not only does not effect these object*, but 
cheats both debtor and creditor and lf not 
actu illy preventing the former from bettering 
his condition in order to discharge his debts 
puts him in as bad a condition as Is possible. 
Th* Involuntary feature of the law has been 
found In practice to work no beneflt to any­ 
body except the lawyer*. 
It Is the universal 
testimony that a reasonable dividend or even 
one at all la a remarkable thing to come from 
a bankruptcy court. 
An Ulater case was rw> 
ported in oar colamn* a few dayi ago In which 
the 91,600 of the debtor’s assets which might 
have made probably a fifty per cent, dividend 
are all wiped out In payment of a portion of 
the lawyers’ fees. 
This Is not an od usual oc­ 
currence, as we have been informed by lawyers 
that the costs Invariably eat up the lamer share 
of the funds. 
This bad feature of the case is 
luteDsified by the fact that though the credit­ 
ors may all agree to an equitable division one 
creditor may throw the whole into bankruptcy 
and waste all so effectually that nobody will 
get anything. 
Thus the malu objects of the law are de­ 
feated; the creditor does not got his money, 
while Hie debtor Is entirely despoiled, 
lf the 
latter Is honest he cherishes the hope of some 
day paying up, and every cent paid to the 
lawyers is so much taken from his means to 
pay and so diminishes bis ability ever to dis­ 
charge his indebtedness. 
The demand for decided modifications of the 
law, especially iu the involuntary feature, is 
loud from every quarter and the necessity so 
great that it has been asked that a suspension 
of the law for three months be voted in order 
that firms of recognised soundness bat lvcked- 
np assets be given a chance. 
There is always 
objection to special legislation, but this opera­ 
tion of the law has been the occasion of so 
much loss and positive injustice that its 
almost certain repeal can be legally antici­ 
pated without detriment to the financial world.

Warhdcoton, Not. 2#.—It was expected 
through the whole of yesterday that something 
definite woald be heard from the Spanish gov­ 
ernment, either giving promise of un amicable 
adjustment of the pending negotiations, or in­ 
dicating that hostilities must speedily become 
inevitable. 
This Impression was ao general that a large 
number of members of Congress and others 
gathered at points where the news, lf it came, 
would be likely to be announced. 
An uneasy 
feeling was manifested, aud the predominating 
hope was that peace news might be received. 
But this was not the universal wish. 
There 
are many here, aaelsewbere, who woald ball a 
war with exultation, indifferent to the terrible 
consequences lo life and commerce which 
would Inevitably result 
About midnight the rumor became general 
that peaseful telegrams had been received and 
very soon what appeared to be an authentic 
report of the news was known to those who 
had the bast sources of information. 
Ic was 
that the Spanish Government had telegraphed 
to Secretary Fish and Minister Polo promising 
to accede to tho ultimatum of the American 
government. 
The nature of this ultimatum has been hereto­ 
fore telegraphed, viz.: The snrrender of Hie 
V irginia and th* surviving prisoners, with 
pecuniary compensation to the families of 
those wno were executed. 
In addition to this gratifying news—which 
affords a hopeful guarantee of peace—I hare 
the bigben. authority for saying that such 
promises will not stop or retard naval or mili­ 
tary preparations for war, until they are formal­ 
ly fulfilled. 
Preparations to enforce the ulti­ 
matum will continue. 
• 
TOE TERMS OF SETTLEMENT. 
Madrid, Not. 29.—The Spanish cabinet has 
agreed to deliver to tho United States govern­ 
ment tho steamship Virginium and all persons 
remaining alive who were captured with hor, 
leaving the question whether the seizure of the 
vessel was legal to be settled hereafter by a 
mixed tribuoal. 
The question whether dam­ 
ages shall be paid tcfthe families or relatives of 
the prisoner* who were shot is also to be settled 
in a similar manner. 
This decision was not ar­ 
rived at by the government before it had con­ 
fidentially consulted with the powers of Eu­ 
rope, and was informed by allot them that re­ 
paration was due for the capture of the steam­ 
er and the execution of the captives. 
The de­ 
cision it alto In conformity with the opinions of 
leading Spanish statesmen of all parties, to 
whom the question was submitted by the gov­ 
ernment. 
TUE NEWS FROM FARIS. 


P a r is, Not. 29.—A dispatch from Madrid 
announces that Spain has made concessions 
satisfactory lo the American government and 
that Minister Sickles has received orders to 
suspend preparations for the departure of the 
Legation. 
Castelar was only embarrassed for 
fear ol a popular reaction against the conces­ 
sions. 
Spain will restore the Virginias and 
the surviving prisoners and apologize, leaving 
the question of indemnity to arbitration.

Four hun­

T U E S E C R E T A R Y O r T H E N A V Y . 


H ie A n n u a l R e p o r t . 
W ashington, Nov. 30.—The Secretary of the 
Nary in bis report to the President says there 
are now in the uavy 166 vessels carrying, ex­ 
clusive of howitzers, 1,269 guns, a reduction 
since bis last annual report by aute and other­ 
wise of IS vessels. 
A general enumeration of 
these vessel* presents 63 steamers, other than 
tron-clads and tugs, carrying 826 guns, 29 
sailing vessel* 322 guns, 48 Iron-clad vessels 
121 guns, and 25 tugs used for navy-yard and 
freight purposes. 
Of this number there are at 
present in commission for sea service, distrib­ 
uted on several foreign stations and our own 
coast, 46 vessels, carrying 407 guns. 
The 
cruising or active force of the navy, as these 
may be called, and which la controlled by ap­ 
propriations made and seamen authorized by 
law, is about the same as last year, the places 
of those Teasels which have been put out of 
commission within the past twelve months 
from the expiration of craisos or for other 
causes having been supplied by commission­ 
ing and sending to sex a corresponding Durn* 
of others. 
The eight sloops of war authorized by the 
last Congress are all la process of building, 
one-half at the various navy-yard a, three an­ 


dor contract In private yards, and the Tr­ 
inal ling one under private contract in tho 
I a.7 -yard ut, Kittery. Tim Secretary notes 
the fact that the building of these vessels af-. 
fords support to several thousand working 
men and their families and recommends f ia t 
the department be provided with moderate 
amounts of funds, and authorized to com­ 
mence each year to build a cortain number of 
tons to supply the yearly expenditure of the 
naval force, which will of necessity occur. 
Th* work of pnttlDg oar Iron-clad force in 
efficient condition, referred to la the Secreta­ 
ry’* last report, aas been proceeded with aa 
fast a* the moans necessary for extraordinary 
work could be spared from current appropria­ 
tions for the support of the navy. 
The wis­ 
dom of this action needs no Illustration from 
him at this time. 
Without them we would 
have been left not only powerless to assert 
dor own rights but almost defenceless against 
arrogance or aggression. 
The Secretary says within the limits of the 
South Pacific station only two occasions have 
arisen where it has been necessary to land a 
force from our vessels for the protection of 
American citizens and property, aud on each 
of those occasions the landings were made on 
the same territory at the request or with tho 
permission of the authorities or under un ad­ 
mission on their part of their inability to 
promise the security and protecdou due from 
them. 
The landing of a detachment at Pana­ 
ma during two emergencies while quieting 
tho fears 
of 
foreign 
residents 
secur­ 
ed tho 
safe transit of 
passengers 
and 
their effects and of the freight and specie of 
four lines of steamers, two of which are of our 
nationality, depending on this road for prompt 
transportation. 
The Secretary in speaking of the Polaris 
says ber cruise lias been decidedly the most 
successful of Arctic expeditions. 
Geographi­ 
c a l knowledge of the Arctic regions has 
been largely advanced. 
The vcrv particular 
questioning of 
every one of the officers 
and crew of the Polaris and of the scientific 
corp*, except throe persons as yet unexamin­ 
ed, has completely satisfied his associates and 
himself tbut Capt. Halt's death occurred from 
purely natural causes; that bis medical treat­ 
ment was judiciously adapted to bis case aud 
that he was tenderly nursed and cared for to 
th* last. 
Evidence has also made it manifest 
that Cupt. Hall was always faithful to the trust 
reposed in bim In assigning him to the com­ 
mand of the w’xpaditlon; that ho was kind. 
firm 
and humane 
in 
the 
exercise 
of 
his authority; that he was earnest in his desire 
and in his attem pts to reach a high northern 
lnitude and if practicable the pole itself, and 
that his untimely death was an irreparable 
loss to the expedition. 
It is also apparent 
that Captain Buddington, who succeeded to 
the chief command on the death of Captain 
Hall, pro zed bim'elf to he a good seaman and 
that in all the dingeroas positions in which 
the Polaris was placed his conduct as her 
commander was skillful and judicious, the 
naturel result of a long experience at sea and 
in command in northern latitudes. 
The Secretary renews the recommendations 
of former years that the resources of the navy- 
yards bo increased and developed to meet the 
emergencies of thoro wars to which eves the 
most peace-loving nations are liable, and 
which are best averted by readiness for action 
should they be thrust upon us. 
Al most of 
our navy-yard* little could be done d tiring the 
past year beyond making the repairs necnssa- 
ry to keep them from falling to decay. 
The Secretary is impelled by recent experi­ 
ence lo say that he trusts that no legislation 
may interfere wilt: the preservation of the New 
York navy-yard in its present site and in it* 
integrity. 
The present moment shows in the 
clearest manner bow invaluable this yard it 
O th o navy in utilizing in time of emergencies 
the vast naval resources of construction,equip­ 
ment and repairs which lls central position 
enables it to draw from shipyards, docks, ma­ 
chine shops, the stores of the great city that 
surrounds ii, teeming with a population of 
skdlod artisans. 
Til* estimates from the next fiscal year ure 
$19,262,235, and to this is added $874,589 for 
current repairs of buildings, docks and inci­ 
dental expenses in navy-yards, Ac. 
These 
estimates are less th a n .those of last year by 
rather more than $2,000,000, but they do net 
Include any extraordinary expenditure 
for 
permanent improvement of the navy, for the 
amounts necessary either for the repairs of 
our Irou-clad fleet, nor for continued prose­ 
cution of some of the great works necessary 
to the proper condition of our naval establish­ 
ment. 
The Secretary says la conclusion: The fore­ 
going Is a general report of the condition, 
situation and movements of the United Slates 
navy for the past year, and uulil the com­ 
mencement of Hie present mouth. 
Since that 
time, however, events have taken place which 
made it proper that the navy should be put al 
once upon a fooling for active service. 
I have 
felt it my duty under existing circumstances 
to take promptly every means in my power lo 
put our available force in the best possible con­ 
dition for immediate and active service. 
Ail 
the power and means of the departm ent are 
now devoted to this end, greatly aided at 
every point by the enthusiastic activity of of- 
dear* of every 
grade 
In the 
service.— 
The nary is already iu such condition that 
those to whom our interests and bouor ore 
now intrusted may be relieved from the em­ 
barrassments of Hie situation where a just 
determination might be disregarded because 
we are thought to be powerless or a decent 
consideration be mistaken for fear. 
It is 
neither necessary nor proper that I should 
enter here into the details of onr prepa­ 
ration!!-; suffice it to say that a respecta­ 
ble force of 
war vessels 
and 
monitors 
Is already on the sea and concentrating al 
the station nearest the scene of our possible 
difficulties; that our whole available iron-clad 
fleet is in band and every wooden war vessel 
that will float in active preparation at various 
naval stations. 
These will bo ready for sea, 
fully Utbed, as fast as proper crews run be 
provided for them, and if the necessity for ac­ 
tion should come before the time for it arrive*, 
all tbere is of the American navy which

Ocean will be in a condition and position lo 
take its proper part. . Inadequate aa this force 
may be deemed to the responsibilities and 
pretensions of a government like & r* and 
greatly at a disadvantage as we certainty will 
be in respect to the number and character of 
our vessels in a contest with the fleet* of 
any respectable naval power, I believe that 
lh* activity, skill, science and experience of 
our navy will be found equal lo any difficulty 
which courage dare* to meet or energy will 
avail to conquer.

H ie R e p o r t o u (b e P a n i c . 
W ashington. Not. 30.—-The report of the 
Comptroller of the Currency recite! the history 
of the lute financial panic, with the conditions 
of the country attending it, and ary* the crisis 
may in a great degree be attributed to the 
intimate relations of the banks in the city of 
New York with the transactions of tho Slock 
Board, more than one-fourth and lo many in­ 
stances nearly one-third of the bills receivable 
of the banks since the late civil war having 
consisted of demand loans to brokers and 
members of the Stock Board, which transac­ 
tions have a tendency to impede and unsettle 
instead of facilitatiug the legitimate business 
Interest of the whole country. 
Previous to the war the Stock Board is said 
to have consisted of only 130 members and its 
organic principle was strictly a commission 
business, under a stringent and conservative 
constitution and by-laws. 
The close of the 
war found th* membership of the Stock Board 
Increased to 1109 and composed of men from 
all parts of the country, m ary of whom had 
congregated in Wall street, adopting lo. their 
rule of business the ap t motto of Horace— 


"Make money; make it honestly If you can; 
at all events m ike money.” The law of the 
State of New York, which had been retained 
on the statute book rinre 1813, restricting 
operations of tho Stock Board, bad unfortu- 
natwiy been repealed in 1838, so that its mem­ 
bers and manipulators were enabled to In­ 
crease their operations to a gigantic scale. 
The quotations of the Stock Board are known 
tobe frequently fictions of speculation, and 
yet these 
fictions 
control 
th% busine!* 
and 
commerce 
of 
a 
great 
country, 
and their influence it 
not 
confined 
to 
this country, bat extends to other countries 
and seriously Impairs our credit with foreign 
nations. 
The fictitious debts of railroads and 
other corporations which they have bolstered 
up and which have obtained quotations In 
London and other markets of the world have 
now been reduced to more proper valuation 
or stricken from the list. 
Whether the Con­ 
gress of the United States or the Legislature of 
the slate of New York may not re-enact a law 
reviving similar restrictions with great bene­ 
fit to the true business Interests of all parties 
I* respectfully submitted. 
Many measures of reform are proposed in 
order that tho lessons of the crisis may not be 
lost and others be led hereafter to commit 
similar errors. 
Unity of action among the 
leading conns of great cities will do more 
to reform abuses than any congressional en­ 
actment, for unless such corporations shall 
unite and iusisl upon legitim Ste methods of 
conducting business the laws of Congress in 
reference thereto will bo likely soon to become 
inoperative. Such enactment will be observed 
In their spirit by a few, while many evade 
them and thus invite a repetition of similar 
disasters. 
If, however, banks are disinclined 
to unite for such a pur|>o*e, the legislation 
required of Cjngress will be such as will In­ 
duce associations outside of the city of New 
York to retain in their vaults such funds as 
are not needed at the commercial cootre for 
the purposes of legitimate business.

Upon general principles the public will 
heartily commend Judge Davis’ punisbmeut of 
the lawyers whom he considered in coutempt. 
John Graham especially should have been in 
jail a hundred times for his violation of all de­ 
cency iu his conduct of cases. In the Mc­ 
Farland case he acted like a fiend, and in all 
that he tries he is as exasperating to judge, 
jury and witnesses as a man can we 1 be. 
But there is an exhibition of power in the 
present casa at which people may well stand 
aghast, for Judgo Davis asserts a principle 
that can easily be made the excuse for the 
most glaring wrong. The Judge’s high char­ 
acter should have saved him from such insin­ 
uations as were contained in the paper sub­ 
mitted by the counsel, but a corrupt judge 
might have been on the bench and be might 
have been prejudiced and had his opinion so 
fully made up against the prisoner that no ar­ 
guments or facts could move him. In such a 
case it would have been manifestly improper 
for him to preside, yet Judge Davis in his re­ 
marks upon this contempt case asserts a prin­ 
ciple which would prevent a lawyer from object­ 
ing to his trying the case. The lawyers should 
have spirit enough to contest the case; it is 
dangerous alike to their personal comfort and 
to the prevalence of justice. 


chance to earn or make money enough to 
gradually pay his debts. 
The bankruptcy law passed aud now In force 
not only does not effect these object», but 
cheats both debtor and creditor and if not 
uctually preventing the former from bettering 
his condition in order to discharge his debts 
pats him in as bad a condition as is possible. 
The involuntary feature of the law has been 
found In practice to work no benefit to any­ 
body except the lawyers. It is the universal 
testimony that a reasonable dividend or even 
one at all is a remarkable thing to come from 
a bankruptcy court. AU Ulster case was re­ 
ported in onr colamns a few days ago in which 
the $1,600 of the debtor’s assets which might 
have made probably a fifty per cent, dividend 
are all wiped eut in payment of a portion of 
the lawyers’ fees. This is not an unn3aal oc­ 
currence, as we have been informed by lawyers 
that the costs invariably eat up the larger share 
of the funds. This bad feature of the case is 
Intensified by the fact thSt though the credit­ 
ors may all agree to an equitable division one 
creditor may throw the whole into bankruptcy 
and waste all so effectually that nobody will 
get anything. 
Thus the main objects of the law are de­ 
feated; the creditor does not get his money, 
while the debtor fs entirely despoiled. If the 
latter is honest he cherishes the hopo of some 
day paying op, and every cent paid to the 
lawyers is so much taken from his means to 
pay and so diminishes bis ability ever to dis­ 
charge his indebtedness. 
The demand for decided modifications of the 
law, especially iu the involuntary feature, is 
loud from every quarter and the necessity so 
great that it has been asked that a suspension 
of the law for three months be voted in order 
that Urms of recognised soundness bat locked- 
np assets be given a chance. There is always 
objection to special legislation, but this opera­ 
tion of the law has been the occasion of so 
much loss and positive injustice that its 
almost certain repeal can be legally antici­ 
pated without detriment to the financial world.

We congratulate the administration on the 
successful issue of its diplomacy. It has won 
a substantial victory in the Spanish-Cuban af­ 
fair, ami so far as the power of the Spanish 
government goes has removed all occasion 
for bloodshed. Castelar has proved himself 
the man we have all along been inclined to 
think him. It lias taken a great deal of moral 
courage for so young a president of so young 
a republic to disregard the mutteilngs and 
open threats of enemies aud the danger to its 
own maintenance of power from taking a po­ 
sition opposed io the popular will, at least In 
Us most positiva expression. But as all men, 
however noble their impulses, have some re­ 
gard to their own safety, we juJgo iuat the 
Spanish Republic leels more assured of its 
power to control the turbulent elements of its 
population than outside nations have been in­ 
clined to give it; and it will probably have 
done itself a substantial service by demonstra­ 
tion to the world it can afford to do right. 
Spain has agreed to our demands, will re 
lease the Virginius, with the prisoners yet 
alive, pay a money Indemnity to the families 
of those who have been shot, and salute the 
Stars and Stripes.

The 
truth simply Is we are in no condition to fight 
Spain, uor could we be in less than from a 
year and a half to two years hence, even if 
’ war wcro declared to-day. The struggle 
would be largely between the war vessels of 
the two nations and wo should be opposing a 
lot of rusted frying-pan3 to some oí the finest 
ships of war ever built. We do not exaggerate 
the chances in the least when wc say that we 
should ship oar men in floating coffins and 
sail straight to absolute defeat.

Ira Announcement that Spain 


has Acceded to our Demands.

Secretary Ft»b CetogratulateA 
Friend* and Opponent*. 
W ashington, Nov. 29.—It was expected 
through the whole of yesterday that something 
definite would be heard from the Spanish gov­ 
ernment, either giving promise of an amicable 
adjustment of the pending negotiations, or In­ 
dicating that hostilities must speedily become 
inevitable. 
This Impression was so general that a large 
number of numbers of CoDgress and others 
gathered at points where the news, If it came, 
would be likely to be announced. An uneasy 
feeling was manifested, aud the predominating 
hope was that peace news might be received. 
But this was not the universal wish. There 
are many here, as-eUewbere, who would hail a 
war with exultation, indiflerent to the terrible 
consequences to life and commerce which 
would inevitably result 
About midnight the rumor became general 
that peaceful telegrams bad been received and 
very soon what appeared to be an authentic 
report of the news was known to those who 
had the best sources of information. Ic was 
that the Spanish Government had telegraphed 
to Secretary Fish and Minister Polo promising 
to accede to tho ultimatum of the American 
government. 
The nature of this ultimatum has been hereto­ 
fore telegraphed, viz.: The surrender of the 
Virginius and the surviving prisoners, with 
pecuniary compensation to the families of 
those who were executed. 
In addition to this gratifying news—which 
affords a hopeful guarantee of peace—I have 
the highest authority for saying that such 
promises will not stop or retard naval or mili­ 
tary preparations for war, until they are formal­ 
ly fulfilled. Preparations to enforco the ulti­ 
matum will continue. 
THE TERMS OF SETTLEMENT. 
Madriu, Nov. 29.—The Spanish cabinet has 
agreed to deliver to the United States govern­ 
ment tho steamship Virginius and all persons 
remaining alive who were captured with her, 
leaving the question whether the seizure of the 
vessel was legal to be sottled hereafter by a 
mixed tribunal. The question whether dam­ 
ages shall be paid ttfthe families or relatives of 
the prisoners who were shot is also to be sottled 
Id a similar manner. This decision was not ar­ 
rived at by the government before it had con­ 
fidentially consulted with the powers of Eu­ 
rope, and was informed by all of them that re­ 
paration was due for the capture of the steam­ 
er and the execution of the captives. The de­ 
cision is also In conformity with the opinions or 
leading Spanish statesmen of all parties, to 
whom the question was submitted by the gov­ 
ernment. 
THE NEWS FROM FARIS. 
Paris, Nov. 29.—A dispatch from Madrid 
announces that Spain ha3 made concessions 
satisfactory to the American government and 
that Minister Sickles has received orders to 
saspend preparations for the departure of the 
Legation. Castelar was only embarrassed for 
fear ol a popular reaction against the conces­ 
sions. Spain will restore the Virginius aud 
the surviving prisoners and apologize, leaving 
the question of indemnity to arbitration. Gen. 
Sickles will probably resign soon, fearing that 
the settlement is insincere. 
HOW THE CUBAN AUTHORITIES LIKE IT. 
Havana, Nov. 30.—The new3 of the settle­ 
ment of the Virginius question between Spain 
and the United States and the terms upon 
which it is based was received here with much 
excitement, but perfect order prevails amo.i 
the people and volunteers. The chief au­ 
thorities of the island assembled iu conference 
have sent a manifesto to the Spanish govern­ 
ment, asking it to wait until it shall 
have received a protocol about the Vir­ 
ginius case which shows the right of cap­ 
ture 
and 
tha justice of subsequent 
proceedings. 
The mass of the people 
oppose the surrender of the Virginius or any 
yielding to preteusion3 that may dishonor the 
Spanish flag. The tone of the press is iu 
accord with popular feeling. Extraordinary 
means and resources are being created to re 
sist any aggressive act, although thinking the 
people do not expect it, knowing the pru 
dence of the American govornmeut. 
RECEPTION OF THE NEWS AT NEW YORK. 
New York. Nov. 30.—The owners of the 
steamship line to Havana protest against the 
detention of several hours hereon days of sail­ 
ing by the Spanish Consul, who exercises a 
system of espionage over vessels. 
Cubans here are much depressed at'thc 
peace news. The Spaniards are evidently 
disgusted. 
At a meeting of the Cuban Junta last even 
ing the belief was expressed that in Cuba Cas- 
telar’s orders, would be disregarded by'the 
officials in power. 
In the event of Gov. Burriel refusing to com­ 
ply with the instructions of the home govern­ 
ment preparations will be comineHced by the 
Cubans to put the island in the best possible 
state of defence. News from Havana is anx­ 
iously looked for bv Cubans. 
A member of Los Amigos de Cuba, who 
came from Santiago de Cuba by the City of 
Menda, attended the meeting and be states 
that when he left Havana the volunteers were 
strengthening the fortifications. Four hun 
dred additional guns, it was reported, had 
been mounted in Morro Castle and a largo 
number of them were of Krupp manufacture. 
Every one in the city evinced a determination 
not to make any concessions for acts com 
milted by the commander of the Tornado or 
Governor Burriel. 
Senor Bombalier produced a copy of La Dis 
cussion ol the 9th iost., published in Madri d 
It Is the official organ and in it was given the 
official order ol Ca3tclar's as sent to Burriel 
calling upon him to desist from further exe 
cations of the Virginius party, expressing at 
the same time his opinion that the brutal out 
rages would result in Spain losing the beaut! 
ful island of Cuba. 
Senor Cisneros announced the receipt of 
$500 from the friends of the republic in Ber­ 
lin and the meeting adjourned. 


T H E SEC R ETA R Y OF T H E NAVY. 
H is A n n u a l R eport. 
W a sh in g t o n, Nov. 30.—The Secretary of the 
Navy in his report to the President says there 
are now in the navy 165 vessels carrying, ex 
elusive of howitzers, 1,269 guns, a reduction 
since bis last annual report by sale aud other 
wise of 13 vessels. A general enumeration o( 
these vessels presents 63 steamers, other than 
iron-clads and tugs, carrying 826 guns, 29 
sailing vessels 322 guns, 48 iron-clad vessels 
121 guns, and 25 tugs used for navy-yard and 
freight purposes. Of this number there are at 
present in commission for sea service, distrib 
uted on several foreign stations and our own 
coa3t, 46 vessels, carrying 407 guns. The 
cruising or active force of the navy, as these 
may be called, and which is controlled by ap­ 
propriations made and seamen authorized by 
law, is about the same as last year, the places 
of those vessels which have been put out of 
commission within the past twelve months 
from the expiration of crnisoe or for other 
causes having been supplied by commission 
ing and sending to sea a corresponding num 
of others. 
The eight sloops of war authorized by the 
last Congress are all la processor building, 
on*-balf at the various navy-yards, three un­ 


der contract In private yards, and the 
mal ling one under private contract in the 
i a-y-yanl at. Kitlery. Tim Secretary notes 
the fact that the building of these vessels af-. 
fords support to several thousand working 
men and their families and recommouds t'<at 
the department be provided wiih moderate 
amounts of funds, and authorized to com­ 
mence each year to build a certain number of 
tons to supply tho yearly expenditure of the 
naval force, which will of necessity occur. 
The work of putting our Iron-clad force in 
efficient oondltlc a, referred to in the Secreta­ 
ry’s last report, has been proceeded with as 
fast as the means necessary for extraordinary 
Work could be spared from current appropria­ 
tions for the support of the navy. The wis­ 
dom of this action needs no illustration from 
him at this time. WltboQt them we would 
have been left not only powerless to assert 
dur own rlgbt9 bat almost defenceless against 
arrogance or aggression. 
The Secretary says within the limits of the 
South Puciflc station only two occasions have 
arisen where ic has been necessary to land a 
force from our vessels for the protection of 
American citizens aDd property, and on each 
of those occasions the landings were made on 
the same territory nt the request or with the 
permission of the authorities or under an ad­ 
mission on their part of their inability to 
promise the security and protection due from 
them. The landing of a detachment at Pana­ 
ma during two emergencies while quieting 
tho fears of foreign 
residents secur­ 
ed the safe transit of passengers and 
their effects and or the freight and specie of 
four lines of steamers, two of which are of our 
nationality, depetyjingon this road for prompt 
transportation. 
The Secretary in speaking of tho Polaris 
says her cruise has been decidedly the most 
successful of Arctic expeditions. Geograpbi- 
ca 1 knowledge of the Arctic regions has 
been largely advanced. The very particular 
questioning of every one of tho officers 
and crew of the Polaris and of the scientific 
corpa, except three persons as yet unexamin­ 
ed, has completely satisfied his associates and 
himself that Capt. Hall’s death occurred from 
purely natural causes; that his medical treat­ 
ment was judiciously adapted to his case and 
that he was tenderly uursed and cared for to 
the last. Evidence has also made it manifest 
that Capt. Hall was alwats faithful to the trust 
reposed in him in assigning him to the com­ 
mand of the expedition; that lie was kind, 
firm and humane la the exercise of 
his authority; that he was earnest in his desire 
and in his attempts to reach a high northern 
luitude and if practicable the polo itself, and 
that his untimely death was an irreparable 
loss to the expedition. It is also apparent 
that Captain Buddington, who succeeded to 
the chief command on the death of Captain 
Hall, proved himself to be a good seaman and 
that in all the dangerous positions in which 
the Polaris was placed his conduct as her 
commander was skillfe! and judicious, the 
natural result ef a long experience at sea and 
in command in northern latitudes. 
The Secretary renews the recommendations 
of former years that the resources of the navy- 
yards be increased and developed to nreet the 
emergencies of those wars to which evea the 
most peace-loving nations are liable, and 
which are best averted by readiness for action 
should they be thrust upon us. At most of 
our navy-yards little could be done d uring the 
past year beyond making the repairs necessa­ 
ry to keep them from falling to decay. 
The Secretary is impelled by recent experi­ 
ence to gay that he trusts that no legislation 
may interfere with the preservation of the New 
York navy-yard in its preseut site and in its 
integrity. The present moment shows in the 
clearest manner how invaluable thi3 yard is 
to the navy in utilizing in time of emergencies 
the vast naval resources of construction,equip­ 
ment and repairs which Its central position 
enables it to draw from shipyards, docks, ma­ 
chine shops, the stores of the great city that 
surround3 it, teeming with a population of 
skilled artizans. 
The estimates from the Hext fiscal year are 
$19,252,235, and to this is added $874,589 for 
current repairs of buildings, docks and inci­ 
dental expenses in navy-yards, &c. These 
estimates are less than . those of last year by 
rather more than $2,000,000, but they do not 
include any extraordinary expenditure for 
permanent improvement of the navy, for the 
amounts necessary either for the repairs of 
our irou-clad fleet, nor for continued prose­ 
cution of some of the groat works necessary 
to the proper condition of our naval establish­ 
ment. 
The Secretary says in conclusion: The fore­ 
going Is a general report of the condition, 
situation and movements of the United States 
navy for the past year, and until the com 
mencement of the present month. Since that 
time, however, events have taken place which 
made it proper that the navy should be put at 
once upon a footing for active service. I have 
felt it my duty under existing circumstances 
to take promptly every means in my power to 
put our available force in the best possible con­ 
dition for immediate and active service. All 
the power and means of the department are 
now devoted to this end, greatly aided at 
every point by the enthn3iastic activity of of­ 
ficers of every grade in the service.— 
The navy is already in sucb condition that 
those to whom our interests and honor are 
now intrusted may be relieved from the em­ 
barrassments of the situation where a Just 
determination might be disregarded becaüse 
we are thought to be powerless or a decent 
consideration be mistaken for fear. It is 
neither necessary nor proper that I should 
enter here into the details of onr prepa­ 
rations; suffice it to say that a respecta­ 
ble force of war vessels and monitors 
is already on the sea and concentrating at 
the station nearest the scene of our possible 
difficulties; that our whole available iron-clad 
fleet is in hand and every wooden war vessel 
that will float in active preparation at various 
navat stations. These will ba ready for sea 
fully fitted, as fast as proper crews can be 
provided for them, and if the necessity for ac 
tion should couie before the time for it arrives 
all there is of the American navy which 
can bo put 
afloat on the Atlantic 
Ocean will be in a condition and position to 
take its proper part. . Inadequate as this force 
may be deemed to the responsibilities and 
pretensions of a government like ffcrs and 
greatly at a disadvantage a3 we certainly will 
be in respect to the number and character of 
our vessels in a contest with the fleer.3 of 
any respectable naval power, I believe that 
the activity, skill, science and experience of 
our navy will be found equal to any difficulty 
which courage dares to meet or energy will 
avail to conquer. 


"Make money; make it honestly If you can; 
at all events mike money.” The law of the 
State of New York, which had been retainoJ 
on the statute book Hnre 1813, restricting 
operations of tho Stock Board, had unfortu­ 
nately been repealed in 1858, so that its mem­ 
bers and manipulators were enabled to In­ 
crease their operations to a gigantic scale. 
The quotations of the Stock Board are known 
to be frequently fictions of speculation, and 
yet these fictions" control th^ business 
and commerce of a 
great 
country, 
and their influence is not confined to 
this country, bat extends to other countries 
and seriously Impairs our credit with foreign 
nations. The fictitious debts of railroad* and 
other corporations which th*y have bolstered 
up and which have obtained quotations in 
London and other markets of the world have 
now been reduced to more proper valuation 
or stricken from the list. Whether the Con­ 
gress of the United States or the Legislature of 
the state of New York may not re-enact a law 
reviving similar restrictions with great bene­ 
fit to the true business interests of all parties 
Ls respectfully submitted. 
Many measures of reform are proposed in 
order that the lessons of the crisis may not be 
lost and others be led hereafter to commit 
similar errors. Unity of action among the 
leading courls of great cities will do more 
to reform abuses than any congressional en­ 
actment, for unless such corporations shall 
unite and iusist upon legitimate methods of 
conducting business the laws of Congress in 
reference thereto will bo likely soon to become 
inoperative. Such enactment will be observed 
in their spirit by a few, while many evade 
them and thus invite a repetition of similar 
disdsters. If, however, banks are disinclined 
to unite for such a purpose, the legislation 
required of Cungress will be such as will In­ 
duce associations outside of the city of New 
York to retain in their vaults such funds as 
are not needed at the commercial centre for 
the purposes of legitimate business. 
The following statement shows the whole 
amount of national bank currency, legal ten­ 
der notes and fractional currency issued up to 
Oct. 13th and Nov. 1st, 1873:

After making an al­ 
lowance for currency held by state and savin 
banks, trust companies and private hankers 
these are larger amounts than can be sup­ 
posed to have been in the pockets of men or 
the tills of smill dealers, but it m ly be left to 
the ingenious in such matters to divine what 
portion thereof was hoarded by the timid, ihe 
ignorant or the covetous. 


T H E COK1PTROLLER OF T H E CUR 
R EN CY . 
H is R ep ort on th e P a n ic . 
W ashington, Nov. 30.—The report of the 
Comptroller of the Currency recites the history 
of the late financial panic, with the conditions 
of the country attending it, and says tne crisis 
may in a great degree be attributed to the 
intimate relations of the banks in the city of 
New York with the transactions of the Stock 
Board, more than one-fourth and in many in­ 
stances nearly one-tbird of the bills receivable 
of the banks since the late civil war having 
consisted of demand loans to brokers and 
members of the Stock Board, which transac­ 
tions have a tendency to impede and unsettle 
instead of facilitating the legitimate business 
interest of the whole country. 
Previous to the war the Stock Board is said 
to have consisted of only 150 members and its 
organic principle was strictly a commission 
business, under a stringent and conservative 
constitution and by-laws. The close of the 
war found the membership of the Stock Board 
increased to 1100 and composed of men from 
all parts of the country, many of whom had 
congregated In Wull street, adoptfe* for their 
rule of business the apt motto of Horace—

stance of bl# discourse wa# a# folio*#: 
On the 2d of October. 1873, an a##embl;r of 
educated, respectable, and lo some o u rs tal­ 
ented minister# of various Christian denomina­ 
tion# met In the city o f.New Y'ork. 
Among 
them were accomplished gentlemen, distin­ 
guished philosopher# and theologian#, and 
some lawyers of ability. 
The members of 
this assembly all professed belief In Christian 
By, It# divine origin, and the saving power of 
iu doctrine#. All those nominal Christians who 
denied the divinity of Christ were condemned. 
Tho Alliance should be "evangelical;" that is, 
according to the moaning of It# organizers, 
orthodox and Protestant in admitting the «o- 
pcrnatural character# of Christianity, lh# fund­ 
amental dogma# of the Trinity, the Incarna­ 
tion aud lh® Atonement; excluding on the 
on® bind Unitarian* for not admitting those 
doctrines and on tho other Catholici because 
maintaining that these are not the only doc­ 
trines which Christians must admit. 
No mat­ 
ter what these two denomination# of professed 
Christians might say, they were not Invped, 
tmt excluded from tho Alliance a* not being 
"evangelical." These evangelical gentlemen 
met, as they declared, to unite the orthodox 
Protestant sects more closely together and 
thus present a dyke to the advancing tide of 
Infidelity, Rationalism and Cuitariaoiatn on 
the one aide and to (he encroachments of 
Catholicity on the other. 
The Latlo motto 
'•Unum Corpus A’umtt# (n Ckrato," conspicu­ 
ous in tb d r assembly, Indicated lls desire to 
make the Protestant s*ct# "O ne body lo 
Christ." 
A partial union of the Protestant 
sect* is desirable, its divisions arc so many 
scandals to nnbelievtTS. 
The philosophy of 
paganism finds a barrier t« belief in Christian­ 
ity in the division of Its sects. 
If there were 
only two opporing divisions In the Christian 
camp, the acaudal would lie less, Investigation 
more aa»y and the possibility of conveniens 
more likely, 
lf Protestantism would unite all 
its sects Into one grand system like the Cath­ 
olic Church, the pagans would more easily 
perceive which Is the true form of Christianity. 
If a sec tartan missionary were to go among 
heathen they might have to examine hi* 
Meihoditm, or hi# Presbyterianism, or bis 
Episcopalian!*®) in the light of other opposing 
Protestant MCI# before testing its truth by the 
light *f Catholicity. Not no if Protestants were 
united in a grand sect like, for instance, the 
Eastern Greek Courcb, believing and leaching 
lh® sumo doctrine# everywhere. 
Catholics de- 
rir®, for the sake of logical consistency, and 
tor the sake of letx scandal to pagandom, the 
union for which th® "Evangelical Alliance'' 
tailored no earnestly, 
('or another reason 
Catholic# tlo-iro IL 
especially. 
The only 
plausible excuse for refusing to do them justice 
In lh® school question I# the great number of 
denominations, some of them very small In 
•rim® localities, which would claim support for 
separate school# on the some grounds. 
The sermons, addn ss®# urn! sjieechc# de­ 
livered at the fusion# of the "Alliance" were 
excellent. 
Some of them wore scholarly, ele­ 
gant and eloquent. 
Of these discourse# our 
American representatives delivered the I,eat. 
If read carefully tliey may lie found lo be un­ 
exceptionable iii rhetoric except where some 
foreigner tried to express bis thoughts lo a 
language unfamiliar to bim. 
flut wLh the dedrc of the Alliance for union 
our observation# of rales of rhetoric must 
cease.

Re*. Henry A- Bnnn, D, D., of W a*iogton 
Heights, New York, delivered a loci are In St. 
Mary's Cborch oo Thursday evening on tbe 
Evangelical Alliance. The seats of the charch 
were all comfortably occupied, aod tbe iectnre 
was listened to with the greatest attention.— 
The lecturer has a fine, deep voice and spoke 
very fluently and with great care- Tbe sub­ 
stance of bis discourse eras as follow»: 
On the 2d of October, 1873, an asaembly of 
educated, respectable, and in some cases tal­ 
ented ministers of various Christian denomina­ 
tions met In tbe city o t. New York. 
Among 
them were accomplished gentlemen, distin­ 
guished philosophers and theologians, and 
some lawyers of ability. 
Tbe members of 
this assembly ail professed belief In Christian­ 
ity, Its divine origin, and tbe saving power of 
Its doctrines. All those nominal Christians who 
denied tbe divioity of Christ were condemned. 
Tho Alliance should be “evangelical;” that is, 
according to the meaning of Its organizers, 
orthodox and Protestant in admitting the su­ 
pernatural characters of Christianity, the fund­ 
amental dogmas of the Triofty, tbe Incarna­ 
tion aod the Atonement; excluding on tbe 
one band Unitarians for not admitting these 
doctrines and on the other Catholics because 
maintaining that these are not the only doc­ 
trines which Christians most admit. 
No mat­ 
ter what these two denominations of professed 
Christians might say, they were not lovped, 
bat excluded from the Alliance as not being 
“evangeiicaL” These evangelical gentlemen 
met, as they declared, to unite the orthodox 
Protestaat sects more closely together and 
thus prescut a dyke to the advancine tide of 
Infidelity, Rationalism and Cuitarianism on 
tbe one side and to the encroachments of 
Catholicity ou tbe other. 
The Latin motto 
Unum Ojrpus 8um.ua in t'hriato,” conspicu­ 
ous in their assembly, indicated its desire to 
make the Protestant sects “ One body in 
Christ.” 
A partial union of tbo Protestant 
sect» is desirable, its divislous arc so many 
scandals to unbelievers. 
The philosophy of 
paganism finds a barrier te belief In Christian­ 
ity in the division of its sects. 
If there were 
only two opposing divisions in the CbrtaUan 
camp, the scandal would l>e less, Investigation 
more easy and the possibility of conversions 
more likely. 
If Protestantism would unite all 
its sects Into one grand system like the Cath­ 
olic Charch, the pagans would mora easily 
perceive which is the true form of Christianity. 
If a sectarluu missionary were to go among 
heathen they might have to examine his 
Melhoditm, or bis Presbjterianism, or his 
Epl*copalidiitam in the light of other opposing 
Protestant w ets before testing its lruth by the 
light >f Catholicity. Not so if Prote3tanls were 
united in a grand sect like, for instance, tbe 
Eastern Greek Cnurcb, believing and teaching 
the same doctrines everywhere. 
Catholics de­ 
sire, for the sake of logical consistency, and 
for the sake of less scandal to pagandom, Die 
union for which the “ Evangelical Alliance-’ 
tal>ored so earnestly. 
For another reason 
Catholics desire it, 
especially. 
The only 
plausible excu»e for refusing to do them Justice 
in the school question is the great number of 
denominations, some ot them very small in 
some localities, which would claim support for 
separate schools on the same grouuds. 
The sermons, addresses und speeches de­ 
livered at the sessions of the “ Alliance” were 
excellent. 
Some of them wore scholarly, ele­ 
gant and eloquent. 
Of these discourses our 
American representatives delivered the be3t. 
If read carefully they may lie fouud to be un­ 
exceptionable In rhetoric except where some 
foreigner tried to express his thoughts in a 
language unfamiliar to him. 
But with the desire of the Alliance for union 
our observations of rules of rhetoric must 
cease. 
Tested by logic it was a failure. 
The 
object of the lecture Is logically to dissect It in 
regard to Its claims of union among Protes­ 
tant", opposition to infidelity, and resistance 
to tbe Catholic church. 
Rome kind of unity is a necessity, acknowb 
edged by all Christians. 
The Alliance taught 
that all who have personal belief in Christ be 
long to hi* church, no matter what their dif­ 
ferences may be In regard to doctrine. 
This 
belief In regard to an invisible church which is 
not bounded by an external organization lias 
something in common with the Catholic idea 
of wtiat la called by our theologians tho aoul 
of tho church. 
Every person who dies in the 
stato of grace belongs to .the soul of the Cath­ 
olic church, no matter what religion he may 
have lived in. 
If people understood tlieCath 
ollc teaching In regard to the soul of the 
church they would think more favorably of 
Catholicism. Invincible ignora neo will excuso 
him from belotigiog to the body of the church 
It Is a question of history that Christ organ­ 
ized a bo<lu to hi* church, appointed its chief 
and his subordinates, and told them to explain 
hi* doctrine and administer his sacraments 
It this Is a fact, as Catholics and other Chris­ 
tians maintain, then tho theory of tho Alliance 
regarding 
unity is wrong. 
The original 
deposit of revelation was guarded by 
chosen 
people 
and 
select 
priesthood 
God 
knows 
the 
natnral 
proneness to 
rebel, to orr, to exaggerate and misrepre 
pent. 
No sooner was Moses out of sight than 
the people worshipped a golden calf. In spite 
of prephots , lawgiver* and apparitions of an 
gels tho poopio adulterate hi» doctrines, forget 
thorn entirely, and worship idols. 
Are we to suppose that tbo lawgiver of 
new dispensation has not the wisdom of 
sommon legislator? that He who came to 
toach men the truth should say: 
“My friends, 
I am God, your Redeemer; I have livod among 
you for Uiirty-three years, and have preached 
to you for three years. 
Here are my apostles 
tho chief is this man Peter. 
I have sent them 
to teach you and promised to remain with 
them till the end of tbe world. 
But you need 
not obey them if you do not wish. 
They are 
as fallible as you are. 
In a few yoars ono of 
them will write a book; others will write oth 
er liooks, so that in ono hundred years you 
will have my doctrines in tho New Testa 
ment. 
You most 
read that book overy 
man 
for 
blinself. 
But 
if you 
cannot 
agree you 
need 
uot 
be 
troubled about 
its 
meaning. 
It 
makes 
uo 
difference 
whether you believe I have taught there are 
seven sacraments or only two; that soma of 
these sacraments, ns baptism, are necessary to 
salvation or not; whether bishop* have au 
thority over the laity or not; whether there 
are priests or not, whether 70U will be saved 
without merit or damned without guilt or not 
whether good works are of any account to i 
roan’* salvation or not. 
It is true I, who am 
the truth incarnate, have taught certain doc 
trines ou these things, that they are so indif 
ferent to me that it is left to you without any 
authority to decide or teach It.

They must be coherent and consistent.

Sevpral of tbe members gave ac­ 
counts of the stale of religion in their several 
countries, and all show that Protestantism is 
merging into Infidelity. And oo tbe other hand 
they tell us that there Is a revival of religion 
in France, aod that Popery is beginning to 
take hold in tbe minds of the people. In Italy 
the Rev. Matteo Prochet says that the priests 
were never more attached to the P ipe than 
they are now. 
The next thing that was to tw looked a t was 
that some charges were lo be made against the 
Alliance. The first of these charge* is ignorance. 
The members showed their ignorance of Catho­ 
lic teaching in their discourses. There was only 
one exception, and that an American. 
The 
reason of this Ignorance amoDg educated 
Protestants is not generally known. 
It is be­ 
cause Catholic books on theological subjects 
are as a¿rule excluded from the libraries of 
Protestant colleges. 
Tbe directors are afraid 
of Catholic logic; they dare not confront 
Catholic works on the score of religion. 
Tbe next charge is forefgninn, traitorous 
foreignlsra. 
Doctrines were broached in the 
Alliance destructive to American institutions. 
One minister from Copenhagen talked about 
collecting titles and condemned those op­ 
posed to it. 
The German and English min­ 
isters insisted upon a union of church and 
state. 
Ideas like these were the burdens of 
many of the discourses, and can our citizens 
agree with them, while many bland ministers 
patiently listen and approve? 
Let Dr. Me 
Cosh aod Beecher and Storr* and Adam* and 
Hodge explain their silence while listening to 
such theories. 
The eloquence of tbe Alliance has been a 
failure, and tbe only result of Its tabor* Is a 
legacy left in tbe shape of a bill for a dinner 
which the tax-payers have to pay, bat which 
tbe New York Times ought to oppo*o oo the 
ground that it would be a “ sectarian appro- 
priatun.”
